Frozen mutton and beef are being shipped 
in very large quantities from Australia to the 
Cape of Good Hope and Natal. We do not 
know at this writing whether the conditions 
of freight permit our American packers to 
compete with this trade but certainly the ques- 
tion is worth looking into, when it is consid- 
ered that the shipments for one day in No- 
vember for the Cape amounted to 2,000 car- 
casses of mutton and 650 quarters of beef. 
With the great production of live stock which 
we have on hand in this country we must 
look for export in all directiong. 








THE FAT FIGHT IN NEW YORK. 


New York City, which is the stamping 
ground for battles in shop fat, and has been 
for years, is. witnessing a fight just now, 
which can be said is one of the most interest- 
ing that has ever been waged there. The 
ease is plainly this: The butchers of Greater 
New York are making about 800,000 pounds 
gf fat per week, of which 150,000 pounds is 
suet. This fat was formerly distributed be- 
tween about 8 or 9 melters. Most of them 
are slaughterers, or are in a position to get 
fresh slaughter house fat in addition to the 
shop fat and suet. These melters have for 
years strongly competed with each other and 
have consequently paid as high a price for 
fat as the tallow market would permit. Fre- 
quently, however, driven by the desire to con- 
trol the entire trade, or the bulk of it, the 
price of shop fat and suet was driven up far 
above the market price of tallow, so that in 
numberless cases on record 7 and 8 cents per 
pound was paid for shop fat, while tallow 
only commanded about 4 cents per pound in 
the market. Finally these melters seem to 
have come to an agreement to give up this 
disastrous warfare and to pay for fat a price 
commensurate with the state of the tallow 
market and the yield of the season, and the 
price of fat was moved up and down strietly 
in accordance with the ruling market price of 
tallow on the New York Produce Exchange. 
The butchers seemed to be satisfied. The 
market for tallow went down until it reached 
2% to 3 cents; still the melters were paying 
1% cents per pound for shop fat. This state 
of affairs continued until one of the largest 
houses found it to its interest to dispense with 
the services of its chief melter and oil maker. 
This gentleman had heard that some agi- 
tators among the retail butchers (instigated 
much more by a desire to lead and rule than 
to “protect and benefit”) had talked about 
starting a fat rendering association of their 
own. Meetings were held first secretly and 
then publicly, and to the butchers a most 
glowing picture of the future was painted: 
they were told that they would get a great 
deal more money for their fat. They were to 
participate in all the profits, and each of them 
would be wealthy in a short time, “as the 
melters had grown wealthy on their fat.” 
Who could resist such an alluring picture, 
who would still hesitate to sign a cast-iron 
contract pledging him with his business, 
house and home to the fat melting associa- 
tion? The association started in a small 
way and its success seemed assured from the 
beginning. The butchers were willing to sac 
rifice the present for the sake of the future. 
They turned in their fat, taking willingly a 
half a cent per pound below the ruling mar- 
ket price as long as the promise for a great 
“bonus” and for future “dividends” were held 
out. The butchers were willing, and some of 
them seem to be still willing, to take 114 cents 
per pound for their fat from the association 
when the melters paid 2 and 2% cents for the 
same kind of picked fat, and they disregard 
the fact that that was the price that they re- 
ceived when, tallow was selling at 3 cents, 
while it is selling now at 8% to 3% cents. 
This state of affairs has been going on for 
some months, but of late some of the con- 
tributors to the Fat Melting Association’s 
purse seem to have become dissatisfied and 
unruly. They are asking when will that 
“bonus” be coming forth which was prom- 
ised to us, and then they are told that as yet 
no bonus was earned. It ought not to be dif- 
ficult to pay at least a quarter of a cent bonus 
when goods are being bought at one-half cent 
per pound below the market rate. It is a 
question whether an association such as the 
New York Butchers’ Fat Melting Association 
ean exist and can be profitable in the future. 





The city melters can at all times melt the 





fat cheaper than an association can in the 
City of New York, where property is so ex- 
pensive and rents are high. For them the 
melting of fat is a side line. They have the 
help, the horses, the steam, and they can cer- 
tainly do the work for half the money that 
an association can, which is especially gotten 
up for the purpose and which must of neces- 
sity pay salary to a special manager, to a 
number of workmen and eventually to some 
directors and officers, but there is also a tech- 
nical difference. In order to make the high- 
est grade of product which is demanded by 
the New York market, shop fat can be melted 
at a profit only if worked together with the 
scraps of fresh slaughter house fat. This the 
association has very little opportunity to get, 
and certainly not in quantities necessary for 
the amount of shop fat which it receives. It 
may not be generally known that to work 10 
pounds of shop fat properly into a marketable 
article the scrap of 500 pounds of fresh 
slaughter house fat must be utilized: in other 
words, with each 2 pounds of shop fat there 
are necessary the scraps from 100 pounds of 
slaughter house fat. In order to work 100,000 
pounds of shop fat the scraps from fifty times 
the slaughter house fat ought to be at the dis- 
posal of the Butchers’ Association if they 
want to make a profitable article, as No. 2 
oil is, which commands 5% cents per pound. 
An association must lose money if it has not 
the material to work on. The fact remains 
the association pays one-half a cent less per 
pound than the melters do. This is the situa- 
tion as it appears now, and proceedings are 
watched with interest. The question is asked. 
how long will the butchers continue to accept 
11%4 cents per pound for their fat for which 
they are able to get from 2 to 2% cents else- 
where? It is simply a business problem, the 
solution of which does not seem to be very 
far. 





CANADIAN HAMS IN ENGLNAD. 


Frequently retailers have been prosecuted in 
England for selling American hams as Eng- 
lish or Irish hams and charging a fancy price 
for them. Investigations seem to have proven 
lately that while comparatively few American 
hams are sold as Irish or English hams, the 
Canadian product has the privilege of being 
sold in that way and at a fancy price. While 
the public was probably well satisfied and had 
no fault to find, the Canadian packers ought 
to take position in this matter, and if their 
goods are so superior that they command & 
fancy price part of this additional profit ought 
to go into their pockets instead of the pock- 
ets of the English storekeepers or grocers. 
The curing of hams in this country has under- 
gone great changes during the last decade. 
More and more the demand throughout the 
country is for a mild sweet ham, and the old 
heavily salted product can be found only on 
ship board and in the country inn. Fancy 
hams take more time and attention to cure, 
but they will repay the packer well for the 
attention bestowed upon them. A New York 
packer who, by this time, is known through- 
out the country for his fancy hams, foresaw 
this some years ago, and has built up a mag- 
nificent business by bestowing particular care 
and attention to what otherwise was an ordi- 
nary ham. Careful selection and the greatest 
attention to details are requirements in the 
pork-packing business. We know the man- 
ager of a New York packing house which does 
an enormous retail trade, who, in spite of the 
fact that his many duties keep him busy in 
all departments, personally superintends the 
selection of hams, and we have seen him 
many times stand for hours with the steel 
tester in his hand, taking up one ham after 
another and testing it before it was allowed 
to go en the counter. A reputation in busi- 
ness is not built up in a day, and those who

have taken time and attention to build up a 
reputation ought to reap the benefits. If Can- 
adian hams and Canadian bacon are as 
good the English and TIrish hams 
and bacon, then let the Canadian pack- 
have the benefit of it. If American 
packers see that Canadians are getting fancy 
prices for their goods, they will certainly try 
and get out a product equal, if not superior, 
to the Canadian, thus improving all along the 
line. Every effort in the direction of improy- 
ing the quality of American goods, no matter 
whether they come from the United States or 
the Dominion of Canada, ought to be encour- 
aged. 


COTTONSEED OIL IN FRANCE. 


Our trade with France in cottonseed oil is 
steadily increasing. ‘The receipts at the Port 
of Marseilles from the United States in 1895 
were 59,528 barrels, while in 1896 112,627 
barrels were received. ‘The figures for 1897 
have not been compiled yet. Naturally the 
manufacturers of olive and other salad oils 
in France do not look with favor upon this 
largely increasing popularity of our products 
and have made strenuous protests to the Gov- 
ernment at Paris against the low duties pre- 
vailing on American cottonseed oil. They 
have demanded an increase from 6 frances per 
hundred _ kilograms (about 3% cents per gal- 
lon), to 15 francs per hundred kilograms, but 
so far the agitation has been fruitless and 
the trade is still on the increase. It may be 
said here that the duty on cottonseed oil in 
France is_less than any other continental 
country. It is about 7% cents per gallon in 
Austria and Germany; 94 cents in Italy; 
about 12% cents in Spain, and about 29 cents 
in ussia, against 3% cents a gallon in 
France. 


Lack of meat inspection facilities has oper- 
ated to seriously reduce our meat export trade 
in dressed meat, and if the bill introduced by 
Congressman Lorimer becomes a law Chica- 
go’s export trade in meat will be doubled. The 
bill provides for an additional appropriation 
of $125,000 for the microscopic branch of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry in Chicago. Un- 
der the present law every piece of meat sent 
to the European market has to be examined 
and tagged y the Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try. ‘The demand for Chicago dressed meat is 
much larger than the bureau at that city can 
handle. Mr. Lorimer’s bill contemplates dou- 
bling the number of inspectors at the Chicago 
bureau, so that the portess will be able to fill 
their orders. The bill provides that $35,000 
of the appropriation be made available imme- 
diately upon the passage of the measure. “If 
this bill is passed,” said Mr. Lorimer, “it will 
result in doubling the export trade of the Chi- 
cago packing houses. At present they cannot 
fill all their orders because of the inability of 
the Bureau of Anima! Liudustry to inspect and 
tag the meat.”

Chicago packers will be interested in a state- 
ment just received from Venezuela that a wise 
counsel to American exporters of lard, if they 
want to avoid custom house difficulties in their 
shipment, would be to obtain from a chemist 
attached to the Department of Agriculture at 
Washington a certificate stating that their 
products are pure. This would probably cost 
them $5 or $6, but their clients would thus be 
avoided much annoyance.

CASH DEMAND KEEPING UP WELL— 
SPECULATION TAM E— PRICES 
FEEBLY FLUCTUATING. “ 

There has not been through the week decided 
character to the speculation, while prices 
have been changing in a very narrow way, 
alternately to a firm and easy basis, without 
making much headway either way, and indi- 
cating that there are no immediate prospects 
for a positive expression of encouraging views 
for decidedly higher prices. Yet there are 
good cash demands still, and the stocks, while 
accumulating some, are not added to the ex- 
tent usual at this time of the year. Indeed, 
it looks as though this month would go out 
with much more modified accumulations than 
usually held at that advanced period of the 
packing season, and that the packers would 
have the position where it could be grasped 
for stronger rates than usual at that time. 
It would probably then be more of a ques- 
tion of a few days for a more confident look to 
affairs and to depend upon the showing of 
hog receipts at that time. It can hardly be 
counted upon as possible that affairs are to 
turn materially until there is a feeling that 
the rush of hog supplies is over. After the 
experience of several seasons, in the farmers 
getting substantially the advantage through 
the relatively higher prices for the hogs than 
the products, the packers are pursuing this 
year a more conservative course, and are do- 
ing their best to preserve unexcited views 
among the shippers over the prices of the ar- 
rivals, although they are meeting rates for 
the hogs that permit only a narrow mar- 
gin of profit with the current prices of the 
products. But to bolster the products beyond 
a level which is regulated by healthy con- 
sumptive and export demands, and for the 
purpose of squeezing out in speculative deals 
a better supported position is less the policy 
of the packers this year than in several sea- 
sons, since previously it has had the bad ef- 
fect of carrying the prices of hogs up against 
the packers in the degree that on the all 
around deals they had been less secure than 
through this season. Yet the packers this 
year would have less difficulty in provoking 
outside sentiment over buying to keeping 
views for a better market than in several sea- 
sons, and by reason of the sensitive feeling 
among speculators over the remarkably large 





distributions of the products, and their ap- 
parent readiness to come in for larger deal- 
ings when there are signs that the packers 
are ready to allow the market to drift up- 
ward. But just now the disposition of the 
packers is to take in profits, however small, 
when they show themselves. It is this con- 
servative course that will probably make the 
packing season turn out more satisfactory to 
the packers than in several years—while the 
shippers of hogs are getting all that they 
should expect in the relation of the values to 
the prices of the products. The supplies of 
hogs have been steadily liberal this week, and 
their prices have been at times easier, but 
on the whole they have kept up fairly well in 
value; however, where concessions have been 
made at times for the products they have 
been based upon the supplies of hogs, and the 
temper over their prices. There has been a 
fair quantity of long stuff seeking buying on 
any slight turn to weaker prices, but it had 
been held long enough to show small profits, 
and the disposition was to unload them at the 
slight profitable basis. The entire position is 
working along just as had been expected 
through this month, and it is thought that 
there will remain a restricted order of specu- 
lation, outside of occasional spurts, until the 
January and possibly early February arriv- 
als of ‘hogs are well determined, after which 
there may break out oftener more vigorous 
speculation accompanied by stronger prices 
with fewer reactions, although we are net 
among those who believe that a very marked 
Advance in prices is probable this side of the 
spring months. The packers are anxious to 
keep up @ good healthy trading, and they feel 
that this can be done if prices are not strain- 
ed much beyond their present basis. There is 
an assurance that the consumers in Europe 
would be ready buyers right along at near 
current figures, and that the risk might be se- 
rious to curtailing the movements in allowing 
speculative sentiment to come in and swing 
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the market materially beyond its current ba- 
sis, and in consideration of the enormous 
productions. 

There has not been the loss of cash de- 
mands usually looked for by the interruption 
from the holiday period. There is only rath- 
er less being done, and that fact alone shows 
that the exporters are still ready to respond 
freely to the offerings, else there would have 
been a marked loss of the distributions for 
a few days just at this time. Notwithstand- 
ing the enormous buying that had been done 
for a long time by all Continent points, there 
is essentially just as much desire to take hold, 
while all reports thence say the goods are 
passing out into consumers’ hands to an ex- 
tent never before equaled. The only ex- 
ception is perhaps in the takings for France, 
which country had bought in excess of its 
actual wants only a little while since, in the 
increased duty agitation and naturally holds 
off in some degree at present. But lard and 
meats have again been taken extensively by 
all other sources on the Continent, while the 
United Kingdom markets are recovering 
trade from the holidays, and are readier buy- 
ers of meats and lard. There have been even 
wider demands from the South and South- 
west for meats at the West, and it is clear 
that there will be an entirely satisfactory 
business done with these principal sources of 
home consumption through the winter. The 
New York cutters are not finding business 
conditions much more encouraging except in 
filling Havana orders. However, they have 
not been compelled to further abate their 
views over prices; indeed, the market rates 
for bellies are especially firm: good demands 
had prevailed for this class of meats on wants 
of the mining and other near sections, while 
the Havana market had taken considerable 
quantities, while having further large orders 
here, and the market here at the close is left 
only with a moderate surplus of supplies, 
Buyers for which find very steady prices. 
There are not many city pickled shoulders 
on offer, and the supplies of hams are not ex- 
cessive, while for these there is a very reg- 
ular holding of prices, and no change shown 
from last week. The lard refiners here are 
doing a comfortable amount of business. 
French orders have been fewer, but from oth- 
er Continent sources there has been more of 
demand, and in consequence more cash lard 
has been taken up by the refiners, although 
the business has been more in tank lots to 
arrive, Some increase in the demand for 
stearine led also to a moderate business in 
lard from the pressers, and particularly as 
lard oil is now having a very good sale, even 
though its prices are substantially higher 
than they were a fortnight or more since. 
There is less grambling over trading by the 
compound lard refiners; most of them say 
that buying orders have recently materially 


enlarged for the product by reason of the 
hardening prices for pure lard; that they are 
able to do a freer business with the home 
trade, while finding export wants greater; 
the improvement in trading in the compound 
is more marked at the wv est than at this point 
and probably encouraged the recent freer buy- 
ing of cotton oil, 

There have been some remarkably large or- 
ders here from the Spanish Government for 
clear belfies this week, covering about 400,000 
Ib, but up to the moment they have not ali 
been closed out. Other sales of clear bellies 
upon this market for Cuba were 35,000 ID in 
boxes at 5%@5%; besides this week here 
there have been fully 7UU tierces city lard 
taken for shipment chietly to Cuba. Some of 
this latter on account of superior packages 
brought up to 5.25, but most of it went at 
5.10@5.15; all iron bound tierces. 

The rail rates from the West have been 
well supported latterly. 

Concerning the receipts of hogs for Janu- 
ary, expectations are that they will material- 
ly exceed the average; the estimates are of 
trom 850,000 head to 1,000,000 head for that 
month at Chicago. ‘Ihe receipts of hogs at 
Ohicago for January during we last nine 
years have averaged 785,000 head, running as 
nigo as 1,U58,0UU head in that month in 1591. 

‘he exports from the Atlantic ports last 
week were of lard nearly three times greater 
than in the corresponding week last year and 
reached the enormous quantity of 19,071,07U 
ib against 6,677,596 Ib; of meats there were 
nearly twice the amounts of last year, or 24,- 
127,713 ID and 13,948,222 ID, respectively, aud 
of pork 8,534 barrels, against 4,200 barrels 
same week last year. The Chicago shipmemts 
tor last week were 7,33U barreis pork; 14,- 
2vZ,¥5U Ib lard, and 22,831,483 1b meats, 
against corresponding week last year, 5,394 
barrels pork; 8,503,517 ID lard, and 12,107,- 
SY6 ID meats. The shipments ineluded 6i,- 
Uv pieces sides to the South. 

The Cincinnati Price Current makes the 
hog packing for the week as 560,000 head, 
agaiust 460,000 head corresponding week last 
year. 

It was estimated early that the receipts of 
hogs at Chicago for the past week would 
reach 210,000 head, against 220,000 head cor- 
responding week last year. 

‘Lhe mid-winter packing invéstigation shows 
that up to date 5,150,000 hogs have been 
packed against 4,025,000 head a year ago. 
Lhe estimate to March 1 is 8,395,000 head 
against 6,900,0uU head same time last year. 

In beef there has been a good deal done in 
barreled lots latterly on shipping orders, and 
the desirable grades of tierced in consequence 
have been turned out in a smaller way; there- 
fore there is a good, strong market ail around 
although it cannot be said that there is much 
doing in tierced .or the English markets, as 
that direction continues very conservative 
over their wants Of beef and seems to be get- 
ting along more extensively with canned 
goods, The city extra India mess range from 
$15.50@$16.50; barreled beef quoted at $8@ 
$8.50 for mess, $9@$10 for packet, and 


$1V0.50@$11.50 for family. In beef hams there. 


is a fair trading at firm prices, with $22@ 
$22.50 quoted for car lots. 

The features developed for the week on the 
several days’ trading, respectively, were as 
follows: 
were only to a fair extent, at 73,000 head at 
all Western points, including 41,000 head at 
Chicago; their prices were strong to 5c. high- 
er, with active buying; last year, same day, 
the receipts were 73,000 head, including 41,-

inside prices of the day a better demand set 
in, and it looked as though a strong party 
was trying to buy. Selling orders seemed to 
be abundant on strong spots, while buyers 
stood ready always to load up on breaks. If 
larger supplies of hogs should come along 
lower prices were considered as _ probable. 
There was more English buying at the de- 
cline on the products, while the packers were 
the sellers. 

On Tuesday, receipts of hogs at the West 
were 89,000 head, including 34,000 head at 
Chicago, with their market prices weak to 
5e. lower, and trading slow; last year, same 
day, hog receipts, 82,600 head and 32,600 
head, respectively. ‘The products opened 5c. 
higher on pork, and 2 points lower on lard 
and ribs, and closed at an advance for the 
day of 5c. for pork and 2 points for lard and 
ribs. ‘The early easy tendency was through 
selling by scalpers, who were influenced to 
bearish views by the decline for hogs, and 
their dull sale. ‘Chey found on attempting to 
cover that there were few sellers, and the 
difficulty in buying brought about the reac- 
tion to stronger prices. ‘The reserved offer- 
ings to sell tended to a small business for the 
day. The Chicago Packing Co. sold a few 
ribs, and Armour was supposed to be a buy- 
er. The market was considered a narrow one 
and liable to small variations in prices, but 
no marked changes, 


On Wednesday, the receipts of hogs West 
83,000 head, including 29,000 head at Chi- 
cago, where trading was fairly active and the 
day before decline in prices recovered; same 
day last year, receipts, 93,900 head and 41,- 
700 head, respectively. ‘The products opened 
ve. higher,on pork and 2 to 5 points upon lard 
and ribs and closed at an advance for the 
day of 12@l5c. for pork, 5 points on lard, 
7 points on ribs. The advance was mainly on 
the short receipts of hogs and their higher 
prices. There was more outside buying, 
which was met chiefly by the scalpers who 
continue views on the bear side. There was 
some reaction on a lull in demand, though 
the disposition to sell continued light, while 
the packers especially were unwilling to sell. 
Toward the close the packers generally stood 
in as buyers. It is that order of a market 
when it would take very little aggressive 
buying to decidedly strengthen prices, 

On Thursday, the opening of the market 
for the products was rather slow and the tem- 
per easy, but the changes in prices that fol- 
lowed were not more than 5 points, and there 
was firmness at times, while trading gathered 
a little force through the day. The scalpers 
were about the only sellers outside of some 
realizing by the Dnglish crowd. Packers were 
not willing to sell. The receipts of hogs were 
under estimates, and although prices for 
them at the yards were a little higher in in- 
stances, yet their general movement was 
simply at firm rates. The receipts of hogs 
at the West were 75,000 head, including 27,- 
000 head at Chicago, with prices 5@10c. high- 
er; last year, same day, receipts 75,600 
head and 39,600 head, respectively. 

Prices have been on the several days as 
follows: On Monday, at Chicago, pork: Jan- 
uary opened at 9.25, went off to 9.20 asked,

TALLOW AND STEARINE, 


WEEKLY REVIEW. 


All articles under this head are quoted by the Ib. 
except animal oils, which are quoted by the gallon 
allin packages. 

TALLOW.—Up to the close of Wednesday 
night the market had developed for this week 
that far a good deal of indifference over buy- 
ing, although it is possible a change may come 
over the sentiment before the close of the 
week, while the later reports to bring the 
market up to Friday night will be found fur- 
ther along in this review. But our impression 
at this writing is that the snap is temporarily 
out of the market, and for the following rea- 
sons: The recent bulge in the market came 
through a few urgent demands from export- 
ers, and that these having been satisfied, that 
the shippers will wait a few days until there 
is a larger supply of city to work upon, and 
to keep the market from feeling in a more im- 
portant degree the sentiment of probable 
large export wants, and the stronger drift 
elsewhere all over the country. It must be 
recollected that in the previous week quite 
1,000,000 Tb tallow were taken at the out- 
ports, more particularly in Boston and Phila- 
delphia, outside of the 300 hhds. that had 
been taken here for export, and that quantity 
would naturally tend to help the exporters to 
the position they are now taking of more in- 
difference. The talk that some portion of the 
tallow had been taken to cover short sales 
on the other side is not regarded with as 
much credence as it was a few days since, and 
the remarks that were then made that it es- 
sentially went to the consumers on the other 
side and on direct wants are probably correct. 
But this out-of-town tallow had sold at firm 
prices, and from 3%@4, with most of it at 
4, packages free, and the fact that the Eng- 
lish markets are sustained steadily shows that 
the prices here are not too high for them, but 








that probably their interest over buying is 
only momentarily in abeyance. It is quite 
true that to-day the melters say that they 
cannot get a bid of 3% for city, in hogsheads, 
but they do not offer to sell under that, while 
most of them still hold higher, yet in the pre- 
vious week several hundred more hogsheads 
could have been easily sold at 3%, for export, 
when the melters placed their asking rate 
then to 4. It looks as though the edge was 
taken off the market, but at the same time 
that there is no decided weakness, while most 
of the trade believes that it is only a question 
of a few days when the strong feeling will 
again become uppermost. Some of the melt- 
ers even now smile at a 3% price, and claim 
that the undertone of the market is just as 
good as at any time latterly, and that if the 
stock was here to sell, that the shippers would 
show their hands, and that the drift of prices 
would at once become stronger. The make of 
the city tallow is now not more than 600 hhds. 
weekly, as more of the fat is being turned to 
the make of edible tallow at its comparatively 
high price, and also to the make of oleo stock, 
which latter is wanted at strong prices for the 
Dutch markets. If the exporters are to come 
in again shortly, and which seems probable, 
the position would have added encouragement 
in the possibilities of home demands. The 
local soap trade has not been buying for some 
time, and it usually steps in for resupplies im- 
mediately after Jan. 15. Of course some of 
the leading soap houses had held liberal 
stocks before the new year, and some of them 
may work close for a while over taking sup- 
plies by reason of the current prices, but any 
demand thence is just so much addition to the 
export factor which had carried the market 
up latterly and which is likely to appear again 
in a prominent way. The London sale to-day 
(Wednesday) was quoted unchanged, with 
half sold out of 2,000 casks offered. The 
edible tallow has reached 4% here for city, 
made on sales, and while some out-of-town 
lots could be secured at 4%, it is a 4%4 market 
for city, while 400 tes. have been sold for the 
week at 44%@41%4. There is not much country 
made coming here, and of this some portion 
had been sold ahead to shippers; the home 
trade is steadily picking up the offerings, but 
at very irregular prices; there have been 225,- 
000 ID sold for the week at 34,@3%, as to 
quality, but most of it at 3%@3%. There 
were sales of city, in hogsheads, early in the 
week of 50 hhds. at 3%, and 50 hhds. ditto, 
special brand, at 3 13-16. In Chicago there 
was more confidence and stronger prices, with 
the soap makers more disposed to buy, but 
finding higher prices, claimed restricting busi- 
ness. There were 1,000 tes. and 500 tes. best 
packers’ sold there at 44%, while afterward 4% 
was bid and 4% asked; also 500 tes. No. 2 
country at 3. Chicago is not holding a very 
marked accumulation, while it has in part 
sympathized with the recent development of 
export interest at Eastern markets, besides 
with the feeling that its own home trade 
should be better shortly after the lull with 
the holidays. 

On Thursday the market on city, in hogs- 
heads, in New York was still a little uncer- 
tain. There were no open bids of 3%; it 
could not have been bought for iess, while 
other melters were waiting developments and 
declining to sell at that. As the last sale of

CHICAGO. 


PACKER HIDES.—The market is rather 
featureless. Outside prices are being paid for 
native and branded hides. Packers’ stocks 
are extremely low. An additional factor to 
light receipts is the holding of young cattle 
for stock purposes. Packers are rather dis- 
posed to feel jubilant over the situation, 
which is prolific of conditions favorable to 
their interests. We quote: 

NATIVE STEERS, free of brands, 60 ID 
and up, have sold to the extent of some 
thousands of hides at 11%c. This figure now 
prevails and is firmly sustained. 

No. 1 BUTT-BRANDS, 60 ID and up, have 
been in limited request at 10\4c. 

COLORADO STEERS, 60 ID and up, area 
stronger feature than they have been for 
some time past. They are now offering at 
9@9\\4c. 

No. 1 TEXAS STEERS, 60 ID and up, 
have acquired more tone. They have sold 
from #\c. to 10\%c., and are now quotable at 
these figures. 

No. 1 NATIVE COWS, free of brands, 55 
TD) and up, are not in very active request at 
10%4c.. The stock under 55 ID is given the 
preference at 4c. higher. 

BRANDED COWS have had a brisk call 
at 9i4c. Sales of several thousand have been 
made on this basis. 

NATIVE BULLS have had a fair call at 
94c. They are very light in supply. 

COUNTRY HIDES.—This market is well 
sold up. Some stock is being sold ahead by 
dealers. Present prices are well sustained 
and no prospect of any decrease is now per- 
ceptible. 

No. 1 BUFFS, 40 to 60 ID, free of brands 
and grubs, are a strong factor at 10c. The 
stock is closely sold up; No. 2, 9¥4c. 

No. 1 EXTREMES, 25 to 40 ID, have 
gained some strength, owing to curtailed re- 
ceipts. Several cars have been sold on a 
basis of 10%c. 

BRANDED STEERS AND COWS are 
selling indifferently, and quotable at 84@ 
@8%. 

HEAVY COWS, 60 ID and up, free of 
brands and grubs, are in active request at 
9% c. 

NATIVE BULLS are free sellers at S4c. 

CALFSKINS have sold fairly, a good, 
quality of countrys having brought 13c. It is 
said that certain tanners have imported large 
quantities of foreign skins in order to avoid 
high priced domestic stock. 

KIPS of No. 1 quality brought llc. for a 
large quantity. Some dealers are holding an 
especially choice grade at a little higher fig- 
ure. 

DEACONS have been sold in small lots; 
50c.:is the ruling figure. 

SLUNKS, 25c. 

HORSE HIDES.—There is no appreciable 
movement at $3.25@$3.40. 

SHEEPSKINS.—The market is quiet, 
though firmly sustained. Several thousand 
packer pelts recently moved at $1.10. We 
quote:

KANSAS CITY. 


The sale of early Texas at the reported 
price of 10%4c. for heavies and 91ec. for lights 
has completely galvanized the market, and, 
including séme 14,000 Texas from one house, 
the sales for the past week aggregated 35,000 
hides of all descriptions. Native steers sold 





at 11%c. and 10%c., Colorados at 9c., butt- 


brands sold at 9%c., light native cows were 
sold at 10%c., and a sale of 1,200 that will 
reach well into January, all at 10%c.; brand- 
ed bulls sold at 714c., and so on down the 
list—every grade received some attention. 
However, all the tanners are not following 
suit pell-mell; quite a number of them are 
yet on the fence, and do not propose to pay 
over 9l4c. for Texas and MMe. for native 
steers. The slaughter of the packers during 
the past week was large, and, owing to the 
healthy condition of the country, there is no 
doubt but that there will be no diminution of 
their slaughter; from this on it ought to more 
than equal corresponding weeks of former 
years. Native steers are still scarce, and 
while packers complain for the past week 
that Texas are not coming forward as usual, 
still their places are taken by butts and Colo- 
rados. The packers are still sanguine that if 
the last few days’ advance is not permanent, 
still there will be no decline from prices that 
were current last week, namely, Texas 94c., 
Colorados 8%c., butts 9%c., light native cows 
105%, heavy native cows 10%4c. To be sure, 
there may be higher prices than this paid for 
sqme special lots, for, it must be remembered 
that all the tanners are after light hides, and 
therefore when a pack or two of hides are 
offered, with a special inducement as to 
lights, the price often depends upon the num- 
ber of lights to be given. In regard to Texas, 
it must be remembered, however, that there 
is quite a body of December Texas still on 
the market. It is reasonable to suppose that 
the packers who are now taking off long- 
haired Texas will hesitate before they will 
pile up in demanding strong prices; to say 
the least of it, it will be a little risky busi- 
ness. 

SHEEPSKINS during the past week re- 
ceived strong attention from buyers of Chi- 
cago, St. Louis and also from one puller from 
Cincinnati; St. Louis, however, taking the 
bulk of the purchases. The prices paid were 
fairly full on the market, and while some ex- 
tra fine Christmas pelts may have gone for 
$1.25, $1 was about the usual price for the 
balance. The packers at present writing are 
now very bare of all stocks. 


BOSTON. 


Buff hides have advanced somewhat, in con- 
sequence of which local tanners again have 
“a heart bowed down.” Holders seem san- 
guine as to another rise. We quote:

SUMMARY. 


This is certainly an auspicious season for 
the packer. The general tone of the market 
has strengthened appreciably and the figures 
on natives and branded stock have advanced. 
Stock is extremely scarce and much is being 
sold ahead. Ten thousand heavy natives re- 
cently sold at 10%4c. Despite the fact that 
hides have gained strength leather seems to 
lack stamina. It is next to impossible to get 
quotation prices on many varieties of rough 
and sole leather, and large quantities have 
been moved on a concession basis. As there 
is a material disparity between the market 
prices of hides and leather, it seems hardly 
feasible to sell the latter unless ruling figures 
ean be obtained. Every market is well 
cleaned up on packer stock, the New York 
City market being especially destitute of of- 
ferings. This scarcity is responsible for the 
dullness in that market at present. Countrg 
prices are very firm and an advance is antici- 
pated. It is said that there are many tan- 
ners throughout the country who aré either 
severely curtailing their production or shutting 
down altogether because of the impossibility 
of reconciling hide and leather prices: A 
prominent Ferry street, New York City, tan- 
ner is responsible for this statement.

city had been este 4 at 1-16 over 3%, or at 
3 13-16, notwithstanding it was for a special 
lot, the contract deliveries of city gor the 
week, which will reach 210 hhds., will all go 
in at 8 13-16. At Chicago quotations for 
prime packers’ is 44%@44, No. 1 city render- 
ers’ 35@3%, No. 1 country 3%@3%, No. 2 
ditto 3@3%. 

OLEO STEARINE.—Early in the week 
there were 25,000 ID city sold at 4% and 60,- 
000 Tb out-of-town, also at 4%, to the réfiners 
here. Since that time it has been a well held 
market at 4%. Not all of the pressers here 
would sell at that, yet enough is on offer to 
meet current moderate requirements. The 
out-of-town points that could furnish supplies 
here are not believed to be holding much of a 
stock, as they have had demands nearer home 
as well, or letting a little come here. Our 
city pressers are not producing excessive 
amounts, since fat is turned a little more 
freely to the makes of oleo stock and edible 
tallow; therefore the conservative buying of 
the lard refiners of the stearine, and the fact 
that there is no export demand at cur- 
rent prices does not count as significantly as 
usual. It is a very regular, uneventful condi- 
tion, just about enough of a supply accumulat- 
ing from time to time to meet any suspended 
demands of the refiners, while neither the 
pressers or the refiners are making any head- 
way over any opposite views that they may 
hold over prices; it is rather just a comfort- 
able, easy going look to affairs all around, 
and which would require a kick from some 
other commodity, in its fluctuations, to hend 
it either way, up or down. The West is 
talking more firmly. St. Louis had sold 100,- 
000 ID at 456, and Chicago 125,000 ID at 456, 
but both points are now asking 4%, while 45 
seems to be the best trading price. There is 
no large demand anywhere over the West, 
and it is doubtful if there are extensive accu- 
mulations there. The compound lard trading 
is undoubtedly better over the West, which is 
probably at the bottom of the firmness there, 
rather than any special demand for the stear- 
ine at present. 

LABD STEARINE.—This product seems 
to be used up about as fast as it is turned 
out by the pressers themselves at the West, 
on their lively lard refined trading, and there 
are practically no important lots of Western 
on offer here. The lard refiners in New York 
are using their own productions close, and 
have no surplus to offer, but at the same time 
their own make is about all they need, and 
they are not figuring materially upon outside 
offerings. However, there has been some busi- 
ness in city made this week, presumably for 
export, although the quantity cannot be ascer- 
tained. Perhaps it would be impossible to sell 
Western here over 5%, yet it is doubtful if 
city could be reached under 5%, while to 5% 
is asked, - 

GREASE STEARINE.—There has been a 
little stir to demand this week. Export orders 
have been received calling for moderate quan- 
tities; besides there has been a little move- 
ment out of supplies to domestic consuming 
sources. More business could be done were 
it not for especially strong views held over 
prices. For instance, it is impossible to buy 
some lots of white under 3%, while buyers 
are against exceeding 3%, while there have 
been 400 tcs. sold at 3%@3%, and in instances 
up to 3%; there are some choice lots that 
could not be reached under 4. Yellow grease 
stearine seems to be salable at 314, and there 
are reports that it has been placed at that. 
The offerings are by no means large, while 
holders’ views are exercised by the continued 
strength in tallow and its prospects, and the 
belief that all fats are likely to do better. 


Quotations are 35%@3% for white and 3% for 
yellow, while at Chicago 3% quoted for white 
and 3% for yellow, and tallow stearine at 414. 

OLEO OIL.—There were large transactions 
reported from Rotterdam on Tuesday, or fully 
2,000 tes. at lower prices, the best brands 
then selling at 35, 36 and 37 florins. On 
Wednesday no further sales were reported. 
The decline of about a couple of florins was 
about as expected on the lower prices for 
dairy butter in England and the consequent 
yielding of values of butterine. The market 
is not yet fully settled for the oil on the ap- 
prehension of butterine being further affected 
in price through the large supplies of Aus- 
tralian butter offered at easy figures at the 
principal export markets, and naturally if 
butterine comes down further the churners 
will insist upon lower prices for the oleo oil. 
The shipments out from this country are not 
especially large, as the make is not now lib- 
eral. There is a fair local distributing busi- 
ness in the oil at easier prices, with 644 quot- 
ed for the No. 1 grade down to 43446@45% for 
extreme low qualities. 

LARD OIL.—The good business which set 
in in December, or at the time when the lard 
market became stronger, and which gave the 
users of the oil the belief that the product 
Was offering a favorable basis for buying for 
accumulations, has been carried along up to 
the present time, and the market for the 
week is considered as encouraging. The con- 
sumption of the oil is no doubt larger than in 
several seasons at this time; the mills are 
busy and upon a profitable basis, and they are 
tuking the oil freely. Then again the pressers 
of the oil, while they have to pay more for 
lard, yet they are having a good sale for the 
stearine, and they are turning out more oil 
than usual this month. Notwithstanding the

FIRMER—RATHER LIVELIER 
KET. 

The position here only awaited a freer of- 
fering of ocean freight room to bring it more 
in relation to the strength recently developed 
at the mills, and this came about early in the 
week. On Wednesday a sale was made of 
prime yellow in the New York market at 23 
for delivery early in February, and this was 
the price held as well for late January, at 
which a sale was made, while for all Janu- 
ary delivery, which would permit a seller to 
make the delivery at once, the bidding was 
of 22%, while 23 was asked. Ocean accom- 
modation is hardly in greater supply for use 
at once, but shippers find that they can get 
a little more of it for delivery the latter part 
of this month, while for February, and par- 
ticularly as the month advances, there 
distinct freer offering of tonnage and at 
easier rates. By any concession of the freight 
accommodation the oil is benefited in its price, 
while it is further hardened in sellers’ favor 
by its permitting export markets to resume 
some of their liberal buying. There is no 
question that, notwithstanding the export 
movements have been greater than usual this 
season, that the foreign sources of consump- 
tion are far from having filled up their wants; 
the oil has been so cheap in comparison with 
most of the competing fats that a much larger 
quantity of it has found its way into the soap 
kettles on the other side, while it has had, 
and has, miscellaneous uses in much more ex- 
tensive form than in previous seasons. There

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is no doubt that France has thrown more of 
it than formerly to the make of soap, as well 
as some other Continent points, and it has 
been pointed as an observation in the dimin- 
ished wants of tallow2and associated greases 
in that direction, while the relation of values 
of general soap materials offers an even fur- 
ther advantage now than formerly through 
the season for the use of cotton oil. England, 
while having a large production of cotton oil 
this year, is also making use of it more ex- 
tensively for soap purposes, while having a 
larger Mediterranean trade. Then again. the 
manufacture of compound lard on the other 
side, particularly in France, is increasing and 
is calling for larger supplies of the oil. In 
the olive oil sections abroad the admixture 
of cotton oil is in a much more liberal .way 
through the falling off of the olive crop. In 
the Dutch markets the butterine makers have 
found the product taking up more cotton oil 
with the inducement in its cheap prices, and 
which has accounted for their more liberal 
wants of oleo stock and hard body goods 
from this country that will absorb the oil. 
There is no reason why essentially all export 
markets should not remain buyers to a sharp- 
ly appreciable extent yet for a considerable 
period, to be hindered spasmodically only as 
there may be difficulty in getting freight 
Just how much of an advance these 
foreign sources of consumption could stand 
for the oil would depend mainly on the course 
of the lard market, in its affecting or influenc- 
ing prices and consumption of the compound 
lard, or to enlarge or modify the use of the 
latter, and as well the course of the tallow 
and general grease markets, which latter, 
however, would depend upon-tallow, in their 
influencing the consumption for soap pur- 
poses. The present indications are that lard 
as the season advances will be higher and 
that tallow also will show a hardening mar- 
ket. This is well recognized as a probability 
in their generally understood statistical situa- 
tions in Europe, and the expected wants 
thence upon supplies in this country. So far 
as any predictions of the future are of value, 
it looks as though cotton oil the later the pe- 
riod of the year the more advantageous its 
price to the seller, and it is this view of the 
matter in part which influences some indif- 
ference over selling, while no material sur- 
plus of stock is held. But the miils are pretty 
generally in good shape to hold through their 
recent enormous business, which was par- 
ticularly in tank oil and largely with the 
Western refiners and soap trade. The sensi- 
tive position of compound lard to increased 
trading has been observed latterlf-in the 
rather sharp growth of demand for it imme- 
diately as pure lard went up in price. The 
diversion“of trade from lard to the compound 
was marked, but it led more to the feeling 
that if pure lard should go materially higher 
that the compound would be more in favor 
with consumers, while as the latter was sta- 
tionary in price recently in the advance for 
pure lard, there set in buying of it in some 
degree by export and local markets for accu- 
mulations. It was the first appearance of 
this disposition to more freely buy the com- 
pound lard that led to the refiners seouriang 
the South latterly for the cotton oil, and in 
which period they bought so heavily ahead of 
actual needs, and which permitied the mills 


room, 





to gain advanced prices for the oil, with the 
subsequent holding of even more confident 
figures. Now comes the indications of in- 
creasing export demands upon the New York 
market to fully sustain the sentiment which 
had in advance of it been held by the mills. 
There are no. signs yet that the mills are get- 
ting ready to shut down on productions. Tex- 
as is naturally doing less in turning out the 
oil just now, since she has worked up more 
freely her seed supplies, but it is only. here 
and there in that State that a mill is .com- 
pletely éut of seed, and practically crushing 
is continuing in a general way there, while 
the State is making accumulations. In all 
other sections the outputs of the oil are run- 
ning along, but perhaps in a modified way, 
while there is no reason to change calcula- 
tions of the previous indicated large produc- 
tions. Yet with the enormous outputs thus 
far this year there is little doubt that the con- 
sumption -has kept at least well up with it, 
and that the current stocks of the oil are not 
more than the average, if they indeed reach 
even that volume. It is the fact that from 
the West reports from the South concerning 
its holdings of oil that the trade feel much 
encouraged of a stronger market, and espe- 
cially when they take in consideration the 
well recognized wants°for export and con- 
sumption, while if lard and other fats are to 
do materially better the future of the cotton 
oil market is decidedly more promising. 

The sentiment of the soap trade in New 
York over taking cotton oil has not developed 
favorably this week, but the soap trade here 
rarely gets to work over buying any soap ma- 
terial, from its intermitted trading with the 
holidays, until after Jan. 15, and their move- 
ments are awaited with more or less interest. 
Another 4c. advance in the price of tallow, 
which is counted upon by some portion of its 
traders, would undoubtedly divert buying to 
cotton oil, unless the latter should further ad- 
vance in price. 

The New York refiners have been a little 
more anxious over securing suppijes at the 
mills-this week, but they have reluctantly 
paid the asking prices. When they can secure 
erude in tank cars at the Atlantic mills at 
15%, with a favorable freight rate, they take 
it up, but many of the mills talk up to 16. To 
some sections 15 is the best bid hence, but 
there is nothing offered under 15%, and from 
that to 16 asked. There have been 16 tanks 
taken at the Atlantic coast mills through the 
week at 15%. Texas gets bidding of 15, but 
wants 15%. It has sold 8 tanks et 15@15%; 
it has increasing quantities to offer. The Mis- 
sissippi Valley has realized 15446@16, chiefly 
15%, for 14 tanks, but at the elose. is more 
generally asking 16. Crude in barrels upon 
the New York market is shown in very mod- 
erate supply, while it is’ taken up rather 
promptly, and is essentially at 19; at the close 
there have been 800 bbls. sold at 18%@I19. 
In refined, upon the New York market, there 
have been sales of 2,500 bbls. prime yellow, 
January delivery, at 22144@23, the latter price 
for late January,and 3,000 bbls. ditto for Feb- 
ruary delivery, at 23, while 600 bbls., special 
brands, have been sold at 2346@23%. White 
oil is held stronger; there had been sales of 
700 bbls. at 25@25%, closing at 2514@26, and 
some difficulty in buying best lots at the close 
under 26. 


The refiners at the South are steadily using 
more of the oil, their consumption increasing 
each year, and many small lots are diverted 
from the Northern and Western markets by 
reason of the better prices that these South- 
ern refiners can pay through the saving of 
transportation rates. 

Of course the mills have been adding to 
their holdings steadily moderately within the 
last few days, as they have not had trade 
enough since their previous large business to 
use up even a modified production, but it is 
not noticed that they are any more ready to 
sell with abated views of late outside figures, 
except in the case of some of the smaller 
mills, which when they get an accumulation 
of 4 or 5 tanks would rather find a market 
for them than carry, while some are forced 
to sell through insufficient storage room. In 
Texas there has been observed more of this 
disposition to meet buyers’ views than in any 
other section, but this means more that Texas 
had been holding too high about ten days age 
when it had sold up its surplus to the West, 
and that it is now only taking its proper posi 
tion of values with the difference in freight 
rates. 

The dock lots of refined in New York had 
been well sold up at a small fraction, about 
\Yc., under the price for January of larger 
lots, and the market is now left clear for any 
influence from increased export demands. 
Most of the current arrivals of oil had been 
weil taken up ahead, and there is no exces- 
sive offering for immediate delivery, while 
the South is not quickening its shipments for- 
ward of the oil, and by reason of the slightly 
improved prices of the New York market; it 
appears to let out just enough of its produc- 
tions for demands and is not pressing in any 
instance, while generally quite confident that 
cotton oil is good property. It is especially 
hard to buy deliveries later than January,

while the February delivery even is not 
anxiously put out even at the small improve- 
ment made for the week, and which is at a 
small fraction above the price readily made 
for January delivery. The clearing off of the 
dock lots of prime yellow here, and which was 
necessitated by the need of dock room, and 
which meant either to store or sell them, did 
not bring out a change in the market for 
them of more than \4c., than the usually ac- 
cepted price for larger lots for all January 
delivery. 

The close of the market shows that it is be- 
coming more difficult to buy, while there is 
more or less figuring going on by exporters 
who are encouraged by the freer offering of 
freight room for February. It is not possible 
to buy prime yellow here, outside of dock lots, 
under 23, and particularly where the deliv- 
eries run into early February, while later 
than that period finds marked indifference 
over selling. A few dock lots are again on 
sale, and these could be had at a little under 
23, but there is not much advantage in tak- 
ing them when the buyer feels that it is nec- 
essary to hurry about to get freight room and 
move the goods at once.

During the past week the supply 
cattle was not equal to the demand and there- 
fore prices ruled to a remarkably steady man- 
ner. On Monday some 1,462 ID average na- 
tive cattle sold at $5; on Tuesday some 1,406 
TD average at $5.05; on Wednesday, however, 
Chicago being glutted and the market lower, 
enabling purchasers to bear down the price 
of the best grades of cattle offered, some 
1,430 ID average to $4.90; on Ftiday, howev- 
er, the market recovered itself and 1,715 Ib 
average sold at $5, with the exportment clam- 
oring for more receipts. Cows and heifers 
were offered only in small supply and not 
enough to meet the demand; some 1,230 ID 
average cows sold at $3.75, the highest price 
paid during the week for some 1,330 ID aver. 
age $4. To be sure, the bulk did not go much 
over $3.40 for the week. A bunch of heifers 
of 835 ID average sold at $4.10; a good many 
sold at $4, and the top of the market for a 
bunch of 1,245 ID average at $4.50. Native 
bulls of 1,980 Ib average sold at $3 and some 
of 1,600 Ib average went at $3.75. The bulk 
went about $3. Western range cattle were 
also in short supply. Fed Texas, of 1,388, 
topped the market at $4.40; some good 1,290 
ID average sold at $4.20. Fed Texas cows of 
1,097 ID average sold at $3.10. Texas bulls 
of 1,413 I average sold at $3.10. Some Tex- 
as heifers of 582 ID average sold at $3.10. 








Western steers of 1,279 ID average sold at 
$4.35. Western cows of 958 ID average $3.80. 
Western heifers of 740, $3.65, and Western 
bulls went as high as $3.50. Colorado steers 
of 1,496 ID average sold as high as $4.65. Col- 
orado cows of 1,033 ID average sold as high 


as $8.35. Colorado bulls of 1,048 sold at 
$2.40. Nevada steers of 1,388 ID average 
sold at $4.35. Arkansas steers of 812 

average sold at $3.40; cows of 756 ID average 
sold at $2.50. In fact, the market during the 
entire week was very satisfactory. Reports 
are from Texas that one bunch of cattle of 
all grades, say 13,000 head were purchased 
last week, for the net amount of $238,500; 
this, taking cows and everything else into 
consideration, was a very good price, indeed, 
and shows that the cattle men have good 


faith. Reports from Utah on the cattle sit- 


uation are not encouraging in regard to num- 
bers, and it is estimated that there is nearly 
a shortage of one-half the amount of cattle, 
taking 1st of January this year with that of 
the Ist of January, 1897. During the past 
week the feeder trade was very brisk and not 
enough to supply the demand, and some fancy 
stock sold at $4.90 per 100 ID the same day 
that heavy cattle—the best on the market. 
went at $4.90. To show the movement of 
feeders of last year, Omaha is credited with 
330,000; Chicago, 225,000; St. Louis, 122,800; 
Kansas City, 665,631; so that Kansas City 
during the past year had about same amount 
feeders as the other three cities combined. 
We think this is a very fair indication as to 
the outcome of Kansas City being the great- 
est cattle market in the world. During the 
past week only 264 cars of feeders went to 
the country, against 169 of the previous week 
ana for corresponding week one year ago. 
Only 30 cars of cattle went to the seaboard, 
against 158 going for corresponding week last 
year. The outside purchasers of cattle last 
week: Hammond, 387: Swift, 341; Balling, 
109: Michael, 73, and Kraus, 150. 

HOGS.—The supply of hogs last week was 
about one of the largest Kansas City ever 
experienced, but the packers here were equal 
to the occasion, and it will be noticed that 
one house alone took over 45,000 head. 
It is interesting to note the prices of the four 
different markets on one of the days of last 
week. Taking the top prices paid in each, we 
find Chicago paid $3.67%; St. Louis paid 
$3.55: Omaha paid $3.5244, and Kansas City 
paid $3.60. This is surely a pretty good rec- 
ord. One day the receipts on the market 
were 23,814 hogs and Armour alone absorbed 
11,774 hogs, which shows that he slaughter- 
ed during the working hours of that day 16% 
hogs to the minute. Pigs were in pretty fair 
demand, though in the early part of the week 
there weretoo many poor Southwestern, which 
went at $2.90, but taking the market as a 
whole pigs ranged from $3.10@$3.30. There 
was only one principal buyer for heavy hogs 
during the week, and such hogs ranging from 
360 T and 375 ID sold at $3.45. The top 
price for the week: Monday. $3.65; Tuesday, 
$3.55; Wednesday, $3.50; Thursday, $3.60: 
a large run in Chicago and the top price on 
Friday, $3.55; a little short of the expected 
run on Saturday here and the packers were 
greedy for top hogs at $3.62%. The bulk of 
the week, on Monday, $3.45@$3.55, and for 
the four following days the prices ranged 
steady from $3.35@$3.45, but with their hog 
hunger on, the packers cleaned out the mar- 
ket on Saturday, bulk $3.37@$3.55. As yet 
there is no ery from the country of a short- 
age of hogs. 

SHEEP.—The sheep market during the 
week had only a fair supply and on some days 
not enough to go around to the packers, with 
the feeders always egging on the packers to 
higher prices. Native lambs of 110 tf aver- 
age sold at $5.65. 678 New Mexican lambs 
sold at $5.10; 660 fed New Mexican lambs of 
62 TD average sold at $5.07%. Some 244 
Utah lambs of 60 Ib average sold at $4.65. 
Some 473 fed Texas lambs of 84 I average 
sold at $3.90. Some 502 Western lambs of 
65 I) average sold at $4.90. Some 482 Idaho 
yearlings 85 T™ average sold at $4.20. Some 
487 fed Western of 87 I average sold at 
$4.10. Some 808 Old Mexico wethers fed 
in this country, 79 I) average, $4.20. To- 
ward the end of the week the market eased 
off a little, but on the whole very satisfac- 
tory.

Sausage manufacturers have for a long time been 
looking for a machine to run the casings on to the tubes 
of stuffers. Here we have it, and it will do the work as 
well as it can be done by hand and in very much less time, 
thereby saving labor and time, as with this machine one 
man can stuff as many sheep or hog casings as three or 
four men can link, besides doing away with the most 
tiresome work there is in stuffing sausage. 

The machine takes practically no power to run, only a 
14-inch round belt, the same as a sewing machine, and uses 
no more power than a sewing machine. 1t does not need 
an extra operator, as the machine can be used by either 
one or two men on steam, power or hand stuffers and is 
never in the way, because when the machine has put on 
a casing it immediately rises up by itself 8 inches and 
stays there until needed again. It will run on about 100 
feet of sheep or hog casings in about 7 seconds and will 
hundle tender casings just as delicately as the hands of the 
workman. Two lined wheels go with each machine, but 
it is oniy necessary to have one of them on the machine, 
even when two men are working it; so there is always one 
wheel in reserve.

FEEDING LAMBS FOR MUTTON. 


Joseph E. Wing, Ohio. 

The business of feeding lambs for mutton 
(to be killed at about ten months) has grown 
from a comparatively small industry to one 
of enormous proportions, It is carried on 
mainly throughout Ohio, New York and 
Pennsylvanis. and the States West, especial 
importance attaching to the business in Kan- 
and Colorado. In Colo- 
States out-of-door feed- 
The lambs are all from 
the ranges, and the type used varies much. 
Tne favorite feeder, strangely enough, is the 
Mexican lamb, one of the least “improved” 
types of our country. The Mexicans are a 
leggy, thin-necked, light-wooled sheep, home- 
ly to look upon, but possessed of great hardi- 
ness and good digestions, so that their lambs 
feed well and make good gains, and the 
butchers have discovered that they also kill 
well, drifting very light and with a nice pro- 
portion of fat and lean, The Mexican lamb 
has sold very near the top of the market for 
several years. Then there is the merino type 
of range lamb, not so small as the Eastern 
merino, having, in truth, some Mexican blood 
in him, and perhaps some Cotswold or other 
mutton blood. Tuis is rather an inferior type, 
not taking so kindly to grain nor making so 
good gains. The half-blood Shrop lambs are 
good, and the ranges now grow hundreds of 
thousands of them. There are also some 
Cotswold rams used on the ranges, and a 
few Lincolns have found their way there, 
also Hampshires and other Downs. The Dor- 
set, too, is finding a home on Southwestern 
ranges, and his lambs tell a wonderful tale in 
the feed lots. 

It is a safe prediction that in a short time 
80 per cent. of the lambs from the ranges 
will have a half or three-quarters of mutton 
blood in them. ‘The practice of these West- 
ern outdoor feeders is to confine the lambs in 
rather small corrals, which are kept dry by 
the use of plenty of bedding. The fences of 
these yards are so built that lambs thrust 
their heads through and eat hay that is 
heaped up on the outside. The hay is thrown 
to them twice or three times a day; in Colo- 
rado it is alfalfa, and in other States it may 
be clover or prairie hay. Alfalfa hay gives 
the best gains, and will fatten a lamb with- 
out grain if fed in sufficient quantity, and if 
of good quality, i. e., cut before becoming 
woody. The Colorado feeders use barley to 
some extent, also wheat when it is of small 
price. At other times they buy Kansas corn. 
It is not an unusual thing for a feeder to

fatten 5,000 lambs; as many as 25,000 have 
been fed at one station, and the labor of car- 
ing for them is economized to a great extent. 
Incredible as it seems to Eastern feeders, six 
men will feed 15,000 lambs in Colorado or 
Kansas, Kansas feeders rely almost entire- 
ly on corn and alfalfa or prairie hay. There 
are some, however, who use a certain amount 
of wheat bran and oilmeal. These Western 
feeders rarely keep lambs on feed as long as 
do Eastern feeders, ninety days in the feed 
lots being not an uncommon length of time. 
This will not put a complete finish to a lamb.

B. X., NEW ORLEANS.—It has been va- 
riously recommended to use the spent pickle 
in the making of brine, but it is far safer not 
to use it, as this liquid is very apt to cause 
souring. The blood oozing out from salting 
sides, backs, ete., may, however, advantag- 
eously be used in connection with brine. 

INQUIRER.—We have now under way the 
publication of a series of articles on meat 
canning, and the information desired will be 
given in a succeeding issue.

EXPORTER, INDIANA.—Pumping pickle 
should always be a saturated solution, at 
least, in fact, past the point is preferable, 
keeping the brine agitated while in process 
of pumping. The reason is obvious, water 
being the least desirable injective, tending, 
as it does, toward decomposition. Gain may 
be from 1% to 5 per cent., at will. 

JOHNSTON, OHIO.—We are beyond the 
egg and potato age. Go to your supply house 
and buy » salometer and have your pickle 
show thereon 78 or 80. Salt, sugar and salt- 
peter are all constituents necessary to obtain 
best results; in fact, salt alone will effect 
desideratum in your case. 

COUNTRY BUTCHER.—The following is 
a good butcher’s lard bleach, although per- 
haps a little expensive: One-half ID salts of 
tartar, 2 oz. acetate soda, and % ID borax. 
Dissolve in hot water, and use to 500 Ib 
stock; when at a temperature of 160° agitate 
up to 200°, not over. Allow to settle and 
cool until ready to draw. 

SUBSCRIBER asks. (1) “What is the 
usual strength of pickle used for sweet-pickled 
meats, and what is the formula?” (2) “Will 
temperature of water affect strength of 
pickle?” Answer—(1) Fourteen and one-half 
gallons of pickle made up of 21 ID salt, 6 Ib 
sugar and 1 ID saltpeter will test 72°. We 
may add that 13 gallons and 1 quart of 
water (the quart of water being used to dis- 


| ID salt will test 72°. 
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solve a 4 ID of boracic acid), and the formula 
makes the 14% gallons pickle. Eleven gallons 
of water, 21 ID salt, 6 ID sugar, 1 ID saltpeter 
will test 82°. (2) There is a perceptible dif- 
ference in the strength of the pickle between 
36° F. and 60°. Eleven gallons of water, 21 
These are actual tests. 


BACON CURING. 

A process for bacon curing has been dis- 
covered and patented by an English gentle- 
man named Downs, and taken up by a syn- 
dicate, It is called the “Auto-Curing Proc- 
ess,” and the experiments, which have been 
earried on at the bacon curing factory at 
Ystad, in the south of Sweden, since April 
last, have proved so successful that the meth- 
od has been adopted at the Landskrona fac- 
tory belonging to the same owner. Mr. Phil- 
ip W. Heyman, a well known curer of Copen- 
hagen, has decided to introduce the system at 
his seven faetories, two being in Sweden and 
five in Denmark. It is claimed that auto- 
cured bacon is richer in flavor, is more easily 
digested, and keeps sound and sweet even 
during the hot weather of the summer months 
longer than bacon cured by the dry salting 
method; and, further, that the auto process, 
by retaining instead of abstracting some of 
the most nutritious constituents of the flesh, 
increases the weight by-about the same per- 
centage as dry salting lessens it. By this 
process bacon can be cured and made ready 
for the market in five hours. The bacon is 
eooled in the usual way, and then placed in 
large cylinders, each one at the Ystad factory, 
we are informed, being capable of holding 
about 200 sides. The lids of the cylinders 
are then firmly secured and made air-tight by 
water pressure, all the air is pumped out, and 
a specially prepared cold brine is admitted and 
forced into the bacon. This process takes 
about five hours, and the bacon is then ready 
for Recently Manchester merchants 
and retailers have had an opportunity of in- 
specting and sampling auto-cured bacon, the 
first bale having been sent from the Ystad 
factory to Mr. Hugo Wedin, the Swedish of- 
ficial representative, 50 Lancaster avenue, 
Fennel street, where it has been “on view.” 
Mr. Wedin told our representative that in 
the early stages of the experiments carried 
on at Ystad a few consignments were made 
to London without any intimation as to the 
new process by which the bacon had been 
cured. But its excellence: was quickly dis- 
cerned, and repeat orders followed, with spe- 
cial instructions to send the same brand.— 
London Grocer.

SOAP MAKING. 
No. 78. 
MOTTLED SOAPS IN WINTER. 


At this time of year, mottled soaps exhibit 
their worst characteristic, by becoming c¢ov- 
ered with incrustations, which has 
ever yet been able to altogether prevent. 
However, according to O. Boritzka, the evil 
in question may considerably 
even in highly filled soaps, by the following 
method: Four hundred and twenty parts by 
weight of water are heated to boiling and em- 
ployed to dissolve 30 parts of salt, 25 of pot 
ash, 7% of ammonia soda, 7% of chloride of 
potash and 5 of saltpeter. The solution is then 
boiled in the (open) kettle, along with 90 parts 
of palm kernel oil and 10 parts of tallow, for 
two hours. After replacing the water driven 
off by evaporation, 50 parts of 40° B. soda 
lye and 10 parts of 30° B. potash lye are run 
in and the mass is crutched continuously un- 
til the temperature reaches 190° F., where- 
upon the fire is drawn and the pan covered 
up. The contents are crutched from time to 
time until combination is completed, the tem- 
perature meanwhile being kept from reced- 
ing below 167° F. When prepared in this 
manner, the soap will not produce any incrus- 
tation in a moderate winter, and the author 
recommends the method to every maker of 
mottled soap.—Seifenfabrikant.

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REVIEW OF AUSTRALIAN FROZEN 
MEAT TRADE, 1897. 


In an interesting review of the Australian 
frozen meat trade for 1897, by W. 
Weddel & Co., Colonial commission agents, 
London, it is stated under the head of impor- 
tations that more than six millions of frozen. 
sheep and lambs of all kinds have been re- 
ceived at the ports of the United 
Kingdom during the increase coui- 
pared with the previous year amounts to some 
540,000 carcasses, or 10 per cent.

In anticipation of the demand 
for further fresh outlets, arrangements are 
in progress for opening up the Yorkshire and 
Midland markets through Hull, where a large 
public store has just been erected. Meanwhile 
it is satisfactory to note that of the Austral- 
asian frozen meats imported into London, the 
percentage disposed of in the Provinces, with- 
out passing through Smithfield market, is 
steadily increasing. 

The Mediterranean trade in Australian 
meats has been fairly well maintained, while 
a new market has been secured in South 
Africa for Australian beef and mutton. The 
market in France has proved disastrous to 
the direct importers of Australian meats who 


| began operations in 1896, and the importers 
| of River Plate mutton have found it impos- 
| sible to make progress, the shipments landed 
| at Havre in 1897 aggregating only 25,883 car- 


casses, as compared with 109,473 carcasses 
in 1896. No serious attempt appears to have 
been made in 1897 to open up any fresh Con- 
tinental markets. 

MUTTON.—New Zealand.—A decrease of 
250,000 sheep in the 1896 receipts having 
been followed by an increase of 250,000 sheep 
in 1897 it was only to be expected that the 
range of prices during the past year would 
experience some reduction. Though the av- 
erage of top quotations for North Canter- 
bury sheep at Smithfield (the usual standard 
of comparison) is 3-16d. per ID lower than in 
1896, and is, moreover, the lowest on record, 
that reduction is really less than might have 
been expected under the circumstances. The 
opening months of the year were marked by 
a general inferiority in the condition and 
quality of the Canterbury shipments carried 
over from the previous season, and also of 
some of the January arrivals. Thin, plain 
carcasses predominated over prime carcasses, 
and with a mild, open season the demand for 
all kinds became increasingly slow during 
February, while holders, by pressing 
sales, forced down prices, till in March prime 
touched 2%@314d. per Th, and 
ondary 2%@25<d. per Tb. April witnessed a 
satisfactory recovery of nearly 4d. per ID all 
round, the market by that time being com- 
paratively free of stale and damaged parcels, 
and bright new season’s arrivals taking their 
place. In May. however, the market began to 
drag again,demand being disappointingly slow 
except for small sheep (under 60 Ib) which 
were then comparatively scarce. When June 
arrived, which shippers expected would prove 
the beginning of better things in the Smith- 
field market, the demand steadily slackened, 
and only by holders being very firm were 
prices supported. Up to June 30 the arrivals 
of New Zealand sheep had been 1,752 ecar- 
casses short of the total for the same period 
in 1896, but top quotations had, nevertheless, 
averaged 14d. per ID less. This apparently in- 
dicated a contraction in the consumption of

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New Zealand mutton, which was all the more 
remarkable seeing that supplies of Australian 
and River Plate mutton had simultaneously 
diminished by 20,316 carcasses and 84,857 
carcasses respectively. Throughout July the 
market steadily lost ground. In August the 
consumption of prime Canterbury sheep be- 
gan to be affected by the low prices ruling 
for New Zealand lambs, while heavy sheep 
remained slow of sale. By September the 
market had become completely demoralized, 
and a month later prices had reached their 
lowest point. Stocks in October became trou- 
blesome owing to the unusually heavy arriv- 
als having brought about a searcity of stor- 
age in London, while the condition of cargoes 
generally not satisfactory. November 
effected no improvement in the situation, and, 
except in the case of small prime sheep, the 
market during the closing month of the year 
was dull, as usual, the slackness being ag- 
gravated by the presence of heavy stocks in 
London and afloat. 

The whole year has thus been one in which 
the demand has never overtaken the supply, 
and, if it be borne in mind that the receipts 
between July and December, _ inclusive, 
marked an increase of 252,000 carcasses— 
fully 10,000 carcasses per week, or 40 per 
cent. in excess of the same period in 1896—it 
is matter for surprise that values did not give 
way even more than they did. There has 
been no general lack of quality in New Zea- 
land shipments during the greater part of 
1897, especially in the case of North Island 
parcels, but latterly there were far too many 
wastefully fat sheep received from the South 
Island. This may have been the inevitable 
result of the peculiar season in that part of 
the colony, but none the less do buyers here 
object very strongly to accept sheep as prime, 
simply because they are fat. 

Imports in 1897 amounted to 1,673,991 car- 
casses, as compared with 1,425,067 carcasses 
in 1896 and 1,676,289 in 1895.

RETALIATION AGAINST FRANCE. 


A bill has been introduced in the House of 
Representatives, Washington, D. C., by Con- 
gressman Belknap, of Chicago, proposing re- 
taliatory steps against France if the plans of 
the French government for an increase of du- 
ties on American meat products is carried out. 
Mr. Belknap’s bill is understood to be expres- 
sive of the views of Chicago and the West 
generally as a result of the recent action of 
the French Chamber of Deputies. It author- 
izes an increase of duty on articles brought 
from France in amount equal to the addi- 
tional duties imposed upon American prod- 
ucts. The effect of this move, if carried out, 
it is said, would be to give the trade of Ger- 
many, Italy and England important advan- 
tages over that of France. The friends of 
Mr. Belknap’s bill say it relates to the South 
as well as the West. The Southern States, 
it is pointed out, with their large product of 
cottonseed oil, will be equally alive to the 
need of retaliatory steps to check or counter- 
act the present movement of the French gov- 
ernment.

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* Boston, Jan. 10.—The State Cattle Com- 
missioners in their annual report to the Leg- 
islature made to-day said that the number 
of cattle paid for as tuberculous during the 
year was 5,275, and the amount paid for 
them was $179,867.52. Over $5,500 was paid 
for 160 animals in which no lesions of the dis- 
ease were found. Quarantine, killing and 
burial expenses and arbitration brought the 
average amount paid for condemned cattle up 
to $34.12 per head. The Commissioners ex- 
press doubt as to the wisdom of paying full 
compensation for the cattle that react to tu- 
berculin. 








TRADE OUTLOOK FOR 


"98. 


Concensus of Opinion of Leading Men in the Trade Points to Prosperous 
Business During the Present Year. 


AMONG THE PACKERS AND SLAUGH- 
TERERS. 


Mr. Henry Raphael, Armour & Company, 
182 Duane street, New York: “The outlook 
for 1898 in lard, provisions and canned goods 
is very much brighter than it was last year. 
There are many significant indications that 
the prospective business for the year will be 
of a more solid and desirable character. 
These symptoms are so well understood in 
the trade that their manifestation at this 
time presages a more healthy tone for trade 
generally. We hope for that all-round revival 
of business which is beneficial all through 
the trade.” 

’>- ¢+ *# 

The representative of a large Western con- 
cern—and his opinion is weighty in commer- 
cial circles—said: “Yes, times look bright and 
good. Take canned meats, for instance. The 
canned meat export business to South 
America is very large now. This is due to 
the reduced duties there. The shipments to 
South Africa are also much larger on account 
of the rinderpest in the cattle down there. 
For this reason there is a greater demand 
for canned goods in South Africa now than 
there has been for years past. Owing to the 
scarcity of canning cattle, barreled beef will 
naturally be high. There is at present a big 
demand for it. The prevailing prices now are 
9.50@$11.50 per bbl., as against $8.@$10 per 
bbl. two months ago. 

“The demand for lard is growing. In South 
America the demand is fairly good, but not 
quite so heavy as at this time last year. A 
decidedly stronger demand is anticipated be- 
tween the middle of January and the first of 
next month.. The above is true of pickled 
bacon. In hams and smoked bacon prices vary 
considerably, hams being offered anywhere 
from 84@10\%4c. per ID, while bacon is in 
fair demand. 

“Oils, owing to present high prices and ad- 
vance in lard oils during the past five weeks, 
are in fair demand at better prices.” 

+ * a 

Mr. Jos. Love, foot of West Fortieth 
street, New York, says: “There are plenty of 
hogs, corn is cheap, hogs are healthy and of 
good quality. I see no striking indications of 
better times in live hogs. There is an up- 
ward swelling just now, but whether that is 
permanent, or due to the usual improvement 
just at this time, I cannot safely say. I look 
for better times, and hope they will come in 


the present year.” 
* * . 


Mr. Patrick Cudahy, ofthe Cudahy Pack- 
ing Co., South Omaha and New York: “The 
year of 1897 has been a success so far as 
volume of business is concerned; we killed 
about 500,000 hogs, as well as a lot of cattle 
and sheep, and employed on an average about 
500 men; the total amount of our business 
was about $6,000,000, but we are obliged to 
use a dark lantern at the end of the year to 
find the profits. We made enough to keep the 
wolf from the door, but nothing to boast of. 
We have been acting the pggt of the philan- 
thropist, feeding the hungry with meat. at 
cost, and furnishing employment to the 
needy; about all the consolation we get out of 
all this business is in knowing that ‘there are 
others.’ But things are looking brighter, and 
since Noy. 1 there has been some margin of 
profit; there is a very good foreign demand 
at fair prices, and it looks as if we might get 
a little pie during the year 1898.” 

** * 

Mr. W. Crane, of Munroe Crane, foot Thir- 

ty-ninth street, New York, said: “As our busi- 





ness is so largely local, we would not care to 
venture an opinion upon the general outlook 
for the year. We feel no adverse symptoms, 
and while our business is about the same 
now as this time last year, we all hope for a 
better year, and will feel gratified if those 
hopes are realized. Last year was generally 
a hard year, and this one cannot well be any 
worse. We cannot say that live hogs have 
suffered nor fallen back.” 
* * x 

Mr. T. H. Wheeler the G. H. Hammond Co., 
New York, who is a very careful man, said: 
“It is very evident that the general tone is 
better. We were the last to feel the depres- 
sion, and may be the last to feel the good 
times. Other businesses seem to feel the re- 
vival already. When everybody is at work 
some one is spending money and opening the 
avenues for labor. A short while ago we 
were crowded with applications for work by 
good, honest truthful men, and the heartrend- 
ing truths they related of their hard and dis- 
tressing lot was enough to drive any one out 
of the business, who still had a touch of hu- 
man feeling. It took hearts of steel to turn 
their sad faces from the door. Because of the 
distressing state of the laboring classes we 
carried every possible man on our pay roll. 
Then the dejected column which we had to 
turn away. would sicken any man. In the 
last month or two where there were hundreds 
of applicants begging for something to do, we 
have very few applicants now, and no hard 
tales from those. Such things and other out- 
side symptoms certainly point to brighter and 
better times in ’98. In the West the revival 
may be felt quickest. It seems that the late 
excellent crops and good prices have improved 
matters with the farmers. A gentleman who 
is accustomed to seek investment in a certain 
class of mortgages in the West, says that he 
can find but few this year. Last year he had 
no trouble whatever. The mortgages are thus 


being paid off.”

Messrs. Shrag & Muth, foot of West For- 
tieth street, New York, were chary about ex- 
pressing a decided opinion, but after careful 
study they said: “The general outlook this 
year is more favorable to packers. The qual- 
ity of the live hog product is better this year 
than it has been for three years past; think 
that people will buy pork because it is cheap 
and good. This alone should improve the de- 
mand and the market.” 

*> * * 

Mr. John King, foot of West Fortieth street, 
New York, takes generally the conservative 
view of the live hog industry. Pork should 
have a show, however. Everything else is 
higher than pork. Pork is lowest, and there 
should creep in a lively demand for the pork 
and live hog trade. 


FRESH MEATS. 


Mr. Richard Webber, proprietor Harlem 
Packinghouse, 120th street and Third avenue, 
New York said: “The prospective outlook for 
this year is brighter in every way. Confidence 
has returned. Every reasoning by which busi- 
ness men reach conclusions points to a more 
prosperous twelve months in the fresh meat 
and general business than we have seen for 
the last five years. Over-speculation upon the 
tendencies which were fetching a better era 
about two years ago killed the confidence of 
the people and simply reversed the schedule. 
If that same error is not committed during 
the next twelve months the revival will be 
healthy and permanent. A gradual revival 
will give time to build a strong, healthy foun-

The 
live stock industry furnishes a market to the 
farmer of the West and South, and the pack- 
inghouses are the mills which reduce this raw 
material the manufactured and edible 
stage and distribute them to every civilized 
in the world. Ten thousand men 
find employment as laborers, clerks, salesmen, 
ete., in the packinghouses of Kansas City and 
50,000 persons, the population of a larger city 
than there is in any Western State with very 
few notable exceptions, are supported by the 
1897 was over $75,000,000 and all the pack- 
ers reported an increase of from 25 to 100 
per cent. in various branches of the trade. 
The tremendous sum of $30,000,000 is in- 
vested in the packing industry and the killing 
capacity per day is, in round numbers, 8,000 
cattle, 30,000 hogs, 10,000 sheep, and 500 
calves, a total of 44,000 head of live stock. 
During the year just passed there were 
slaughtered in the Kansas City packing-

calves, and, estimating holiday week, 940,779

A new method of refrigerating milk, 
which is free from the objection urged 
against other processes of preservation, name- 
ly, that they modify the quality of the liq- 
uid, is described in Ice and Refrigeration. 
As soon as possible after milking a quarter 
or thereabouts of the milk to be transported 
to a distance is frozen in blocks of 22 to 35 
pounds; these are then put into large tin ves- 
sels which are then filled with milk just as it 
comes from the cow and then tightly closed, 
though not hermetically sealed. The blocks 
of frozen milk swimming on the surface soon 
form a sort of granulated mass on the top, 
tne continuous thawing of which is sufficient 
to keep enough circulation in the vessel to 
prevent the cream from separating and pre- 
serve the milk for 15 to 20 days in a perfect- 
ly homogeneous condition, and as fresh as at 
the time of milking. At the places of con- 
sumption the milk may be drawn off as want- 
ed. A somewhat similar process of preserv- 
ing and shipping cream has also been evolved, 
which consists in placing the containing ves- 
sel within a cold water jacket, the refrigerat- 
ing water being cold enough to keep the 
cream just at the point of freezing without 
actually freezing. 

The Montreal Cold Storage Company, of 
Montreal, Canada, contemplate making addi- 
tions and improvements.

-A number of butchers and produce com- 
mission merchants in the West Washington 
Market, New York, will, in view of the intro- 
duction of cold storage by pipe line in this 
market, enlarge their ice boxes and refrig- 
erators.

REVIEW OF THE CHICAGO HORSE 
MARKET. 


Chicago received about 6,000 more horses 
last year than in 1896, but there were 5,000 
less than in the banner year 1895. The quality 
of the horses was generally ordinary, but 
there were signs of improvement, and there 
is little doubt that the great export demand 
for horses is destined soon to create a market 
revival in the breeding of fine American 
horses. In 1896 prices were the lowest on 
record, but the last year there was a general 
advance of fully 10 per cent., with heavy 
draft horses, showing a gain of 20 to 25 per 
cent. over last year. Prices were lowest in 
August, and highest in the two closing 
months. Nearly 112,000 were received in 
1897, all but 10,000 of which were reshipped. 
At the special sales of fine bred stock held 
throughout the year, fancy animals sold be- 
tween $1,000 and $3,600, with quite a good 
many at $400 to $800. Poor to good driv- 
ers quotable at $50@$150; choice to fancy 
drivers, $175@$350; drafters, S$60@$240; 
cheinks, $45@3$125; light horses, $25@$65; 
carriage teams, $200@$600; and plugs and 
rangers, $5.00@$45. 

The exportation of horses in 1897 from the 
United States to foreign countries aggre- 
gated 39,532 head, valued at $4,769,265. 
There were also exported last year 7,473 
mules, valued at $545,331, making the total 
value of horses and mules exported from this 
country in 1897 $5,314,596. New York City 
heads the list as the principal export port 
with 25,164 head, followed by New Orleans 
with 4,278; Boston, 2,782; Detroit, 1,336, and 
Huron, Mich., 1,013. Fully 75 per cent. of 
the horses exported in 1897 were purchased 
in the Chicago market, the bulk of them on 
direct foreign orders, and the rest on Eastern 
commissions, where they were resold on ex- 
port account in Boston, New York and other 
custom house ports. It is estimated that over 
$3,000,000 was paid for horses last year in 
executing foreign commissions at the Union 
Stock Yards Horse Market.

Inquiries made of dealers have generally 
elicited ihe reply that the local demand for 
lard is small; it is said that there is a consid- 
erable native production, so that the prospects 
of extending the trade in foreign lard are not 
very favorable.

The value of this article im- 
ported exceeds $400,000. The export thereof 
only amounted to $11,000. A _ considerable 
number of margarine factories, with an im- 
portapt output, are located in the vicinity of 
Antwerp.

INSPECTION OF MEATS IN BEL- 
GIUM. 


Henry, C. Morris, U. 8. Consul at Ghent, 
writes to the State Department under date 
of Dec. 28 last, as follows: 

The Belgian daily newspapers announce 
new orders about to be issued by the govern- 
ment relative to the inspection of fresh and 
other meats imported into Belgium. These 
regulations, which are more severe than here- 
tofore, will, it is said, be in force after Jan. 
1, 1898. A minute examination of all pack- 
ages containing said meats is to be hereafter 
made at ports of arrival, at frontier towns, or 
at certain interior ports of entry, such as 
may be designated by special decree. The 
order is reported to be-especially aimed at 
hams, bacon, etc., shipped from America to 
Antwerp. A fee of about 1%c. per 100 ID is 
to be charged for the service of inspection. 

In a previous report, dated Dec. 8, 1897, 
Consul Morris said: 

While Belgium produces considerable quan- 
tities of pork, still the importation of. hams 
and bacon is important. In the country dis- 
tricts the farmers generally keep a few pigs 
which they slaughter for their own needs. A 
portion of this native product finds its way 
to the cities, and there is also some export 
trade therein. In the larger centers of popu- 
lation there remains a certain demand, which 











portion—indeed almost all of this trade. Only 
from England does any other considerable 
quantity of Salt meat come into Belgium. All 
importations from America are delivered at 
Antwerp. which is the principal market for 
these articles. Hams and bacon are generally 
packed in wooden boxes containing from 485 
to 520 Ib; brawn comes in small tin boxes of 
2, 4,6 or 12. There is no duty upon these 
articles, such as hams, with each piece en- 
requires all meat to be branded by the local 
authorities, as a measure of inspection, before 
being exposed for sale by retailers. At 
Ghent, this requirement is strictly enforced— 
that is to say, the slaughter house authorities 
insist that the branding mark be affixed to 
the surface of the meat itself. In the case of 
articles, such as hams, with eoch piece en- 
veloped in a separate covering, there is much 
annoyance and difficulty caused. When the 
sack is removed, it is almost impossible to 
put it back neatly, if at all. Foreign hams 
thus lose their individuality, and the retailer 
is frequently at a great disadvantage. There 
has been much complaint at Ghent against 
this strict enforcement of the law, but thus 
far without avail.

There are no means of comparison 
with previous years, as formerly several prep- 
arations of meat were included in the same 
denominations given by the statistical tables. 
The exportations (re-exports) of Belgium in 
these articles for 1896 amounted to 15,895,312 
TD, valued at $1,394,452.41. 

Retail prices at Ghent are: Bacon, un- 
smoked, 64,@7\4c. per ID; smoked bacon, from 
124%,@15\ec. per ID; ham, unsmoked, 11@12c. 
per ID; smoked, 154%:@18c. per Ib. Cooked 
hams, it may also be noted, sell at the cooked 
meat shops (charcuteries) at 36@44c. per ID. 
Under the conditions of living in Belgium 
cooked meats—especially ham—find a very 
ready sale. 

Inquiries made of dealers have generally 
elicited ihe reply that the local demand for 
lard is small; it is said that there is a consid- 
erable native production, so that the prospects 
of extending the trade in foreign lard are not 
very favorable. Almost all imported lard 
comes from the .United States. Its products 
are generally found of good quality and prove 
satisfactory.

In connection with this subject, it may be 
mentioned that the importation of oleomar- 
garine into Belgium during 1896 amounted 
to 6,500,000 Ib, which came for the most part 
from Holland. The value of this article im- 
ported exceeds $400,000. The export thereof 
only amounted to $11,000. A _ considerable 
number of margarine factories, with an im- 
portant output, are located in the vicinity of 
Antwerp. 

The importation of other miscellaneous fats 
into Belgium during 1896 approximated $2,- 
000,000, and exceeded 44,000,000 ID in quan- 
tity. The exportation, on the other hand, was 
still larger, being more than 50,000,000 Ib, 
valued at $2,400,000 in round numbers.

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CHICAGO LIVE STOCK REVIEW.

HOGS.—The month of January is now half 
spent, and the avalanche of hogs which the 
trade predicted and expected has failed to 
materialize, although, of course, the supply in 
numbers at all of the different markets has 
been liberal. The quality of the hogs is fair- 
good, but the average weight is still lighter 
than a normal situation would seem to war- 
rant. Strictly choice medium weight hogs 
are comparatively scarce and command a pre- 
mium. ‘Light weight hogs and coarse heavy 
weights are selling at a slight discount, al- 
though the general ra in prices it still com- 
paratively narrow. The packers, as a rule, 
are still doing all they can to prevent an ad- 
vance in prices. The demand, however, for 
hog product continues large, notwithstanding 
the fact that the weather was unfavorable 
during a greater portion of the week. There 
was a weak spot in the trade om Tuesday, 
but the general market ruled active and 
strong, with prices averaging the highest of 
the season; and, as suggested in our last let- 
ter, the bulk of the hogs during the week sold 
from $3.50@$3.75. The provision market ruled 
dull but strong, and as a majority of the peo- 
ple realize the actual condition of the hog and 
provision trade, we think speculation will in- 
crease and prices seek a‘jhigher level. The 
weather this winter has been very favorable 
for the feeding of live stock, and with confi- 
dence in higher prices becoming general the 
supplies are not up to expectation. We 
usually have what is called a January break 
in the provision and hog markets, and: would 
not be surprised to see some reaction in the 
market before this month is out, but we look 
for a speedy recovery, and still consider the 
outlook favorable for little higher range of 
price in the near future. 
CATTLE.—Receipts of cattle this week 
were comparatively moderate, and, with the 
exception of Monday, when the common to 
fair grades showed a decline of 10@15c., the 
general market ruled strong and prices for 
choice cattle are about as high as any time 
during the winter. Butchers’ stock is com- 
paratively scarce, prices ruling close to top 
figures. There is a renewal of the old buying 
of stockers and feeders, and prices showed an 
advance of 15@25c..on these grades. Choice 
cattle are not | plentiful, and we still have 
confidence in at least steady prices for these 
grades. We would not be surprised, however, 
to see a reaction in the general market from 
the extreme prices next week, and still ad- 
vise making cattle good before shipping. 
SHEEP.—Monday’s almost “banner” re- 
ceipts of sheep and lambs spoiled the demand 
for two days, but since then the supply has 
been moderate -and prices for desirable sheep 
and lambs have about recovered the: decline 
made on that day. The feeders of Western 
stock seem very anxious to dispose of their 
holdings, and as long as the movement con- 
tinues free prices are not apt to show much 
permanent advance, but we look for better 
prices later on.
